clouded his accurate understanding. 
In the capacious 
recesses of his mind, he hud revolved the nature of in­ 
tolerance, and he, and he alone had arrived at the "reat 
principle, which is its so1« effectual remedy. 
HiT an­ 
nounced his discovery, under the simple proposition of 
the sanctity ul conscience. 
The civil magistrate should 
restrain crime, but never control opinion ; should pun­ 
ish guilt, hut never violate the freedom of the soul.—

1 he town acquiesced in its wrongs and 
su nutted ; not an individual remained willing to justify 
the letter of remonstrance. 
The church of Williams 
would not avow his great principle of the sanctify of 
conscience ; even his wife, under a delusive idea of 
duty, was for a season influenced to distuib the tran­ 
quility of his home, by her reproaches. 
Williams was 
ett alone, absolutely alone. 
Anticipating the censures 
i»i toe colonial churches, lie declared himself no longer 
subjected to their spiritual jurisdiction. 
‘My own vol­ 
untary withdrawing from all these churches, resolved 
to continue in persecuting the witnesses of the Lord, 


on public worship—would abolish tithes and all‘ forced 
contributions to tile * maintenance of religion—would 
give an equal protection to every form of religious faith, 
and never sutler the authority of the civil government to 
be enlisted against the mosque ot the mussulman, or 
the altar of the fire-worshipper ; agaiiftt the Jewish 
synagogue or the Roman cathedral. 
It is wonderful, 
with what distinctness Roger Williams deduced these 
inferences from his great principle, the consistency with 
which, like I ascal and Ldwurds, those bold and pro­ 
found roasonara on other subjects, lie accepted every 
fair inference from bis doctrines, and the circumspection 
with which he repelled every unjust imputation. 
In 
the unwavering assertion ofhis views, henever changed 
his position. 
The sanctity of conscience was the great 
tenet, which, with ali its consequences, he defended, as 
he first trod the shores of New England ; and in his ex­ 
treme old age, it was the last pulsation of his heart.— 
But it placed the young emigrant in direct opposition 
to the whole system on which Massachusetts was found­ 
ed ; and gentle and forgiving as was his temper, prompt 
as lie was to concede every thing which honesty permit­ 
ted, lie always asserted his belief, with temperate firm­ 
ness and unyielding benevolence. 
‘rfo soon thoreiore as Williams arrived in Boston, lie 
found himself among the New England churches, but 
not ol them. They had not yet renounced the use of 
force m religion ; and he could not, with his entire 
mind, adhere to churches, which retained the offensive 
features of English legislation. 
What then was the 
commotion in the colony, when it was found that the 
people ol Salem desired to receive him as their teacher ! 
I lie court ol Boston,‘marvelled* at the precipitate de ­ 
cision, and the people of Salem were required to for­ 
bear. 
Williams withdrew to the settlement at Plym­ 
outh, and rent lined there about two years. 
But his 
virtues had won the alfections of the church at Salem ; 
and the apostle of intellectual liberty was once more 
welcomed to their confidence, 
lie remained the object 
ol public jealousy. 
How tmld was his conduct was 
evident lrom an example. 
He had written an essay on 
the nature of the tenure by which the colonists "held 
their lands in America; and he had argued, that an Eng­ 
lish patent could not invalidate the rights of the native 
inhabitants. 
'Hie opinion sounded, at first, like treason 
against the cherished charter of the colony ; Williams 
desired only that the offensive manuscript might 
be burned ; and so elfectually explained its purport, 
that the court applauded his temper, und declared 
that “ the matters were not so evil, us at first they 
«seemed.” ’ 


After stating, with candor and impartiality, the 
controversy between Williams und the magis­ 
trates, on the subjects of communion with *tho 
Church of England, the laws compelling the at­ 
tendance of every man at public worship, the 
right ofthe government to enact laws to prevent 
the spread of religious error, and the ri«rht and 
policy of enjoining the Freeman’s oath, M r Ban­ 
croft alludes to the insinuations thrown out against 
the souuduess of Williams’s intellect, in the ful- 
| lowing line strain of remark:— 


‘The scholar, who is accustomed to the pursuits of 
abstract philosophy, lives in a world of thought far dif­ 
ferent from tliut by which ho is surrounded. The ran"e 
of hi* understanding is remote from the paths of com­ 
mon minds, and he is often the victim of the contrast. 
It is not unusual for the world to reject the voice of 
truth, because its tones are strange ; to declare doc­ 
trines unsound, only because they arc new ; and even 
to charge obliquity or derangement on the man, who 
brings forward principles which the many repudiate.— 
^ucfi has ever been the way of the world ; and Ho- 
crates, and St Paul, and Luther, and others of the most 
acute dialecticians, have been ridiculed as drivellers and 
and madmen. The extraordinary developement of one 
I realty may so netimes injure the balance of the mind, 
just as the constant exercise of one member of the 
body injures the beauty of its proportions ; or as the ex- 
clusive devotednes* to one pursuit, politics for tnstanoc, 
or money, brushes away from conduct and character, 
the agreeable varieties of light and shade. 
It 
ancient remark, that tolly h is its corner in 
every wise man ; and cert iisi it is that not the poets 
0u!y, like Tasso, but the clearest minds, like Sir Isaac 
Newton und i’uscal, have been deeply tmged with in­ 
sanity. 
Perhaps Williams pursued his sublime princi- 
P'es with too scrupulous minuteness. 
It was at least 
natural for Bradford and his contemporaries, while they 
acknowledged his power as a preacher, to esteem him 
"unsettled in judgment.” * 
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voluntary act, yea, L hope the act of the Lord Jesus, 
proclaiming truth, as with the voice of a trumpet.’— 
When summoned to appear before the General Court, 
he avowed lus convictions in the presence ofthe repre­ 
sentatives ol the Mato, “ maintained the rocky strength 
ot his grounds,” and declared himself “ ready to be 
bound and baniahed, even lo dio in New England,” 
rather than renounce the opinions, which had dawned 
upon ins nund, m the clearness of light. 
At a time 
when Germany was the buule-fle d for all Europe, in 
« 10 implacable wars of religion, when even Holland 
was bleeding with the anger of her vengeful factions, 
when i ranee was still to gq.thrSugh the fearful strucMe 
with bigotry, when England was gasping under the des­ 
potism ol intolerance, yiore than forty years before Wil- 
vwur 
Dn buca,,le an American proprietary, Ilo"er 
Williams asserted the great doctrine of intellectual iib- 
ertv. 
It became his glory to found a state upon that 
principle 
and to stamp himself upon its rising institu­ 
tions, in characters so deep, that the impress lias re- 
¡ ‘T 
!° 1 ° P^entday, and like the imago of Phidias 
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the total destruction of the work. 
The principles, which 
hrst »Mtainud amidst the bickerings of a colonial 
parish, next asserted in the General Court of Massachu­ 
setts, and then introduced into the wilds of Narragau- 
sett ifay, he soon found occasion to publish to°the 
world, and to defend as the basis ofthe religious free­ 
dom of mankind ; as the lark, that pleasant bird of the 
peaceful summer, “ affecting to soar aloft, springs up­ 
ward from the ground, takes his rise from pale to tree,*t 
and at last surmounting the highest hills, utters his dear 
carols through the skies of morning. 
He was the first 
person m modern Christendom, to assert, in its pleni­ 
tude, the doctrine ol the liberty of conscience, the 
equality of opinions before the law ; and in its defence 
be was the harbinger of .Milton, tho precursor and the 
superior of Jeremy Taylor. 
For Taylor limited his 
\\ii-lll0n t0 a *'evv cbnsl3an 
; the philanthropy of 
W illmms compassed the earth. Taylor favored partial 
reform, commended lenity, argued tor forbearance, and 
tear 
1 ®l)ac‘a^ P*ea m behalf of each tolerable sect ; 
. imams would permit persecution of no opinion, of no 
religion ; leaving heresy unharmeJ by law, and ortho­ 
doxy unprotected by the terrors of penal statutes.— 
laylor still clung to the necessity of positive regulations, 
enforcing religion and eradicating error, 
lie resembled 
the poets, who iu their folly first declare their hero in- 
S !yi?ra,il«. aiRl lbea clothe him with earthly armor.— 
\ iihams was willing to leave truth alone in her own 
panoply of light, believing that if in the ancient feud of 
li uth and error, the employment ©f force could be en­ 
tirely abrogated, truth would have much the best of the 
bargain, 
1c is the custom of mankind to award high 
honors to the successful inquirer into the laws of nature, 
to those who advance the bounds of human knowledge.’ 
W e praise the man who first analyzed the air, or re­ 
solved water into its elements, or drew the lightning 
irom the clouds ; though the condition of physical in­ 
vestigations may have ripened the public mmd, al the 
time, lor the advancement in science. 
A moral prin- 
j ciple has a much wider and nearer influence on human 
| happiness ; nor can any discovery of truth be of more 
direct benefit to society, than that which establishes a 
perpetual religious 
peace, and spreads tranquillity 
inroug.i every community, and every bosom. 
If Co­ 
pernicus is held i-1 perpetual reverence, because, on his 
doatn-bed, he published to the world, that the sun is 
the centre ot our system ; if the name of Kepler is pre­ 
served in the annafs ofhuman excellence, for his saga­ 
city in detecting the laws of the planetary motion 
if 
the genius of Newton has been almost adored for dis­ 
secting a ray of light and weighing heavenly bodies as 
in ti bdUnce, Jet there be for the nuuie ol Roger Wil- 
limns, at least, some humble place, among those, who 
have advanced moral science and made themselves the 
benefactors of mankind.’ 
Koger W illiam.s was banished, but not by a 
;aroe majority of votes, in tho General Court.— 
1 he gravamen of his crime, was, that his doctrine, 
touching the illegality of the Freeman’s oath, 
threatened to ‘subvert the fundamental state and 
government ot the country.’

luus decreed was attended with sufferings, which 
cannot bo supposed to have entered into ttie con­ 
templation oi tiiose, who pronounced the sen­ 
tence.

In bis new abode, Williams could have less leisure 
titan ever for contemplation and study.

night, at home and abroad, 011 the ¡land ancf water, at 
the hoe, at the oar, for bread.” 
In the*course of two 
years, he Was joined by others, who fled to his asylum, 
the laud which was now occupied by Williams, was 
witlim the territory of the Narragansett Indians. 
It was 
not long, before an Indian deed from Cnnonicus and 
Miantommoh made him the undisputed possessor of an 
extensive domain. 
Nothing displays more clearly the 
character ol Roger Williams, than the use which he 
made ol iiu acquisition of territory.

govern the state. 
Vet “ only in civil things.” 
God 
alone was respected as the ruler of conscience T o 
their more aristocratic neighbors, it seemed **<ts if these 
fugitives would have no magistrates,” lor every tiling 
was as yet decided in the convention of the people.— 
"hu first system has had its influence on the whole 
political history of Rhode Island. 
In no state in the 
world, not even in the agricultural state of Vermont, 
lias the magistracy so little power or the representatives 
oi the people so much. 
Tho annals of Rhode Island, 
it written in the spirit of philosophy, would exhibit the 
iortng ot socii ty under a peculiar aspect. 
Hud the ter­ 
ritory ol the state corresponded in size to I he import­ 
ance and singularity of the principles of its early exist­ 
ence, the world would have been tilled with wonder at 
the phenomena of its history. 
‘ The most touching trait, in the character of the 
founder of Rhode Island, wag his conduct toward his 
persecutors. 
Though keenly sensitive to tin* hardships 
which lie had eudured, he was far from harboring feel­ 
ings of revenge, toward those who had banished him 
and only regretted their delusion, “ I did ever from my 
soul honor and Jove them, even when their judgment 
led them to afflict me.” 
Iu all his writings on the sub­ 
ject, he attacked the spirit of intolerance, the doctrine 
of persecution, and never his persecutors or the colony 
ol Massachusetts. 
Indeed, we shall presently behold 
him requite their severity, by exposing his file at their 
request and for their benefit.
